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The  Auction  Venue 

The  New  Connaught  Rooms  are  located  in 
Great  Queen  Street,  in  the  heart  of  London's 
Covent  Garden.  The  auction  takes  place  in 
the  Ulster  Room  and  viewing  on  the  day  of 
the  auction  is  in  the  Denbigh  Room;  both  are 
accessed  by  lift  to  the  3rd  floor. 

The  Rooms  are  a  3-minute  walk  from  the 
nearest  Underground  station,  Holborn 
(Central  and  Piccadilly  Lines),  which  is  a 
40-minute  direct  journey  from  Heathrow 
Airport. 

Numerous  buses  from  Charing  Cross,  Euston, 

King's  Cross  and  Waterloo  main  line  railway 
stations  stop  at  the  junction  of  Kingsway  and 
Great  Queen  Street.  The  nearest  covered  car 
park  is  at  the  corner  of  Drury  Lane  and  Parker 
Street,  2  minutes  away. 


English  hammered  coins  combine  to  form  the  principal  part  of  our  first  coin  auction  of  2006,  with  the 
emphasis  very  much  on  the  numismatic  period  from  1180  to  1327.  Elsewhere,  however,  there  is  a  mix 
of  later  British  coins,  along  with  some  cabinets  and  numismatic  books. 

The  first  309  lots  are  devoted  to  coins  from  the  third  part  of  the  important  collection  formed  by  the 
late  Professor  Jeffrey  P.  Mass  of  Palo  Alto,  California,  which  is  further  introduced  inside  the  catalogue.  The  lot 
number  sequence,  starting  at  827,  follows  that  of  Mass  Part  II. 

Next  under  the  hammer  is  a  series  of  87  Long  Cross  pennies  from  the  mint  of  Bury  St  Edmunds, 
spanning  virtually  the  entire  output  of  the  mint  during  this  coinage.  This  group,  the  most  important  of  its  kind 
ever  sold  at  auction,  is  referenced  to  the  forthcoming  British  Numismatic  Society  special  publication,  The 
Abbey  and  Mint  of  Bury  St  Edmunds  to  7279,  by  Dr  R.).  Eaglen.  Of  particular  note  is  the  fact  that  the 
collection  includes  the  mint's  great  rarities,  such  as  the  class  Vi  issue  of  lohs,  ex  L.A.  Lawrence,  Dr  Lubran  and 
Charles  Firth  (lot  1 1 93)  and  a  class  VII  of  which  only  three  specimens  are  known  (lot  1 1 95). 

A  collection  of  sixpences  of  Elizabeth  I  and  James  I,  collected  by  date  and  mintmark,  features  an 
extremely  rare  issue  dated  1611  (lot  1244)  and  a  number  of  other  pieces  not  often  seen  in  commerce. 
Following  this  is  an  eclectic  cross-section  of  British  material  denominated  the  'Eden'  collection.  The  coins  in  it 
are  largely  unremarkable,  except  for  the  fact  that,  as  a  young  man,  the  owner's  family  were  friends  of  the 
legendary  collector  Richard  Cyril  Lockett  (1873-1950).  Just  months  before  Lockett's  death,  on  23  May  1950, 
the  owner  visited  him  at  his  home  in  Cadogan  Place,  Knightsbridge  and  Lockett  sorted  out  'a  handful  of  coins' 
to  help  him  start  a  collection.  The  'handful'  are  offered  here  in  their  entirety,  having  spent  the  intervening  55 
years  in  a  bank  safe.  Intriguingly,  the  English  milled  series  was  then  outside  Lockett's  main  interest,  the  great 
man  having  sold  his  collection  of  post-1662  coins  in  1927.  Relatively  few  English  milled  coins  in  collections 
today  retain  that  1927  Lockett  provenance,  so  here  is  a  rare  chance  to  own  a  modern  coin  that  was  once  in 
one  of  Lockett's  cabinets. 

The  day's  first  session  is  brought  to  a  close  with  Celtic  coins,  among  which  is  an  extremely  fine  Vep 
Corf  stater  (lot  1302)  found  near  Spalding.  Heading  the  afternoon  are  a  number  of  rarities  in  the  Anglo-Saxon 
and  Norman  series,  including  a  recently-discovered  penny  of  Offa  (lot  1307)  and  no  less  than  three  pennies  of 
Carlisle  (lots  1 318-20),  one  of  which  is  illustrated  on  the  back  cover.  Of  the  later  coins,  special  mention  may 
be  made  of  an  attractive  James  I  rose  ryal  originally  acquired  from  Spink  in  1914  (lot  1407),  an  Elizabeth  I  fine 
sovereign  (lot  1402),  a  strip  of  Charles  I  farthings  (lot  1420)  and  a  good  group  of  Edward  VII  silver. 

In  the  Scottish  series  a  rare  halfpenny  of  John  Baliol  struck  at  St  Andrews  makes  a  re-appearance  (lot 
1677),  sharing  the  stage  with  an  attractively  toned  testoon  of  Mary,  Queen  of  Scots  (lot  1682)  and  no  less  than 
ten  Irish  'Voce  Populi'  halfpence  of  1  760  (lots  1  71 7-26). 

Bringing  this  auction  to  a  close  are  small  groups  of  ancient  and  world  coins;  among  the  former  is  a 
rare  Thessalian  drachm  of  the  Ainianes  (lot  1734),  while  the  latter  includes  a  handsome  Russian  rouble  of  the 
Czarina  Elizabeth,  1741  (lot  1771).

Professor  Jeffrey  P.  Mass  (1940-2001) 


A  native  New  Yorker,  born  on  29  June  1940,  Jeffrey  Mass 
entered  Hamilton  College,  Clinton,  New  York  in  1958. 
Enjoying  life  as  an  undergraduate,  he  was  introduced  to 
Japanese  history  by  Professor  Edwin  Lee.  He  graduated  in  1962 
and,  having  been  captivated  by  his  studies,  went  to  Japan  where, 
while  teaching  English,  he  immersed  himself  in  its  language  and 
culture.  On  returning  to  New  York  he  undertook  a  graduate 
I  study  in  Japanese  history  at  New  York  University  before  moving 
to  Yale  University,  where  he  achieved  a  Ph.D.  in  1973  under 
the  tutelage  of  the  late  Professor  John  Hall,  an  acclaimed 
scholar  always  to  be  revered  by  Mass  as  his  mentor.  On 
achieving  his  doctorate  Jeffrey  Mass  joined  the  faculty  of 
Stanford  University,  where  he  attained  a  professorship  in  a 
record  eight  years.  Entitled  Yamoto  Ichihashi  Professor  of 
Japanese  Culture  and  Civilisation,  he  received  many  academic 
^ards,  including  a  Guggenheim  Fellowship.  He  covered  the  period 
of  the  Shogunate  and  the  early  period  of  the  Samurai,  writing  ten  books 
based  on  impressive  documentation,  new  views  and  interpretations.  His 
works  greatly  added  to  the  western  understanding  of  early  Japanese  history 
and  were  hailed  by  his  then  academic  peers.  He  became  recognised  as  the  leading  and  most  productive 
scholar  of  his  field  in  America,  if  not  the  whole  of  the  Western  World. 

In  parallel  with  his  post  at  Stanford,  Jeffrey  Mass  held  an  ongoing  summer  post  at  Oxford  University, 
initially  teaching  at  St  Antony's  College  before  moving  to  Hertford  College.  Hertford,  as  a  result  of  his 
persuasiveness,  was  to  host  several  B.A.N.S.  weekend  lecture  courses.  It  was  a  delightful  venue,  close  to  the 
Ashmolean  Museum  and  some  of  the  finest  taverns  in  the  city,  where  extra-curricular  numismatic  debate  was 
as  much  enjoyed  as  the  fare  provided.  His  last  academic  accolade  came  from  Hertford:  he  was  appointed  an 
Honorary  Fellow  of  the  College  shortly  before  his  death  on  30  March  2001,  a  rare  and  possibly  unprecedented 
award  to  a  foreigner.  American  he  might  have  been,  but  he  was  also  a  pronounced  Anglophile  who 
thoroughly  enjoyed  his  seasonal  residence,  his  involvement  with  English  numismatics  and  the  friendships  he 
had  made  in  the  course  of  it  all. 

Professor  Mass  had  formed  a  small  collection  of  American  coins  which  he  sold  in  early  adult  life.  His 
interest  was  rekindled  in  the  summer  of  1984  (the  year  he  was  elected  to  the  British  Numismatic  Society) 
when  he  had  a  brief  dalliance  with  late  Anglo-Saxon  coins  before  turning  to  the  Short  Cross  series  because  it 
spanned  the  period  of  Japanese  history  to  which  he  had  devoted  his  academic  life.  The  series  was  to  receive 
similar  dedication.  Eight  years  on  he  read  and  published  his  authoritative  work  on  Class  la,  a  great 
achievement.  In  his  fifteen  years  of  collecting  he  accumulated  not  the  largest,  but  arguably  the  most 
comprehensive  representation  of  the  series.  This  was  recognised  by  the  decision  to  make  his  collection  the 
subject  of  a  volume  in  the  Sylloge  of  Coins  of  the  British  Isles  series,  an  acknowledgement  of  its  importance. 
Like  Jeffrey  North  before  him,  Jeffrey  Mass  undertook  the  authorship  of  his  own  collection. 

His  collection  is  being  offered  in  four  parts  at  intervals  of  twelve  months  or  so.  As  in  Parts  I  and  II,  sold 
on  1  7  March  2004  and  1 6  March  2005,  an  effort  has  been  made  to  present  a  balanced  representation  of  the 
collection  in  the  hope  that  it  will  provide  interest  to  the  specialist  and  general  collector  alike.  It  also  affords  a 
continuing  opportunity  for  his  friends  to  acquire  mementoes. 

Many  of  the  coins  have  celebrated  provenances  and  all  previous  tickets  retained  by  Professor  Mass 
are  offered  with  the  lots.  However,  it  should  be  mentioned  that  I  lie  majority  of  coins  from  the  Elmore  Jones 
collection  have  associated  tickets  written  by  John  Brand  but  none  in  F.E.J.'s  hand.  Brand  wrote  many  tickets 
for  Baldwin's  and  it  is  presumed  that  Elmore  Jones'  tickets  went  missing  when  his  collection  was  stolen.  They 
do  not,  therefore,  signify  an  earlier  Brand  provenance.  Worthy  of  particular  note  is  the  class  1  a  1  of  York  by  the 
moneyer  Isac  (lot  831),  believed  the  only  coin  with  the  spelling  Isaac,  and  the  c  lass  IVb  of  Durham  by  the 


moneyer  Alain  wilh  mm.  cross  pommee  over  cross  potent  (lot  1004),  considered  significant  in  relation  to 
'Some  Short  Cross  Questions'  by  John  Brand  in  BNJ  XXXIII,  p.60,  where  the  sub-class  with  mm.  cross 
pommee  is  discussed. 

Professor  Mass  kept  his  coins  in  envelopes,  on  which  he  recorded  their  details.  These,  together  with 
relevant  tickets,  are  sold  with  the  lots.  The  catalogue  is  by  sub-class,  with  mules  listed  under  the  later  of  the 
two  classifications  represented;  within  the  constraints  of  the  typeface,  all  legends  are  as  shown  on  the  coins. 
To  avoid  future  confusion  regarding  this  important  collection,  lot  numbers  are  consecutive  to  those  of  Part  II.

The  buyer  will  be  responsible  for  loss  or  damage  to  lots  purchased  from  the 
time  of  collection  or  the  expiry  of  5  working  days  after  the  day  of  the  auction, 
whichever  is  the  sooner.  Neither  Dix  Noonan  Webb  nor  its  servants  or  agents 
shall  thereafter  be  responsible  for  any  loss  or  damage  of  any  kind,  whether 
caused  by  negligence  or  otherwise,  while  any  lot  is  in  its  custody  or  under 
its  control. 

11  Remedies  for  non-payment  or  failure  to  collect  purchase 

If  any  lot  is  not  paid  for  in  full  and  taken  away  in  accordance  with  Conditions 
6  and  10,  or  if  there  is  any  other  breach  of  either  of  those  Conditions,  Dix 
Noonan  Webb  as  agent  of  the  seller  shall,  at  its  absolute  discretion  and 
without  prejudice  to  any  other  rights  it  may  have,  be  entitled  to  exercise  one 
or  more  of  the  following  rights  and  remedies: 

(a)  to  proceed  against  the  buyer  for  damages  for  breach  of  contract. 

(b)  to  rescind  the  sale  of  that  or  any  other  lots  sold  to  the  defaulting  buyer  at 
the  same  or  any  other  auction. 

(c)  to  re-sell  the  lot  or  cause  it  to  be  re-sold  by  public  auction  or  private  sale 
and  the  defaulting  buyer  shall  pay  to  Dix  Noonan  Webb  any  resulting 
deficiency  in  the  'total  amount  due'  (after  deduction  of  any  part  payment  and 
addition  of  re-sale  costs)  and  any  surplus  shall  belong  to  the  seller. 

(d)  to  remove,  store  and  insure  the  lot  at  the  expense  of  the  defaulting  buyer 
and,  in  the  case  of  storage,  either  at  Dix  Noonan  Webb  premises  or 
elsewhere. 

(e)  to  charge  interest  at  a  rate  not  exceeding  2  percent  per  month  on  the  'total 
amount  due'  to  the  extent  it  remains  unpaid  for  more  than  5  working  days 
after  the  day  of  the  auction. 

(f)  to  retain  that  or  any  other  lot  sold  to  the  same  buyer  at  the  sale  or  any  other 
auction  and  release  it  only  after  payment  of  the  'total  amount  due'. 

(g)  to  reject  or  ignore  any  bids  made  by  or  on  behalf  of  the  defaulting  buyer 
at  any  future  auctions  or  obtaining  a  deposit  before  accepting  any  bids  in 
future. 

(h)  to  apply  any  proceeds  of  sale  then  due  or  at  any  time  thereafter  becoming 
due  to  the  defaulting  buyer  towards  settlement  of  the  'total  amount  due'  and 
to  exercise  a  lien  on  any  property  of  the  defaulting  buyer  which  is  in  Dix 
Noonan  Webb's  possession  for  any  purpose. 

12  Liability  of  Dix  Noonan  Webb  and  sellers 

(a)  Goods  auctioned  are  usually  of  some  age.  All  goods  are  sold  with  all 
faults  and  imperfections  and  errors  of  description.  Illustrations  in  catalogues 
are  for  identification  only.  Buyers  should  satisfy  themselves  prior  to  the  sale 
as  to  the  condition  of  each  lot  and  should  exercise  and  rely  on  their  own 
judgement  as  to  whether  the  lot  accords  with  its  description.  Subject  to  the 
obligations  accepted  by  Dix  Noonan  Webb  under  this  Condition,  none  of  the 
seller,  Dix  Noonan  Webb,  its  servants  or  agents  is  responsible  for  errors  of 
descriptions  or  for  the  genuineness  or  authenticity  of  any  lot.  No  warranty 
whatever  is  given  by  Dix  Noonan  Webb,  its  servants  or  agents,  or  any  seller 
to  any  buyer  in  respect  of  any  lot  and  any  express  or  implied  conditions  or 
warranties  are  hereby  excluded. 

(b)  Any  lot  which  proves  to  be  a  'deliberate  forgery’  may  be  returned  by  the 
buyer  to  Dix  Noonan  Webb  within  1 5  days  of  the  date  of  the  auction  in  the 
same  condition  in  which  it  was  at  the  time  of  the  auction,  accompanied  by 
a  statement  of  defects,  the  number  of  the  lot,  and  the  date  of  the  auction  at 
which  it  was  purchased.  If  Dix  Noonan  Webb  is  satisfied  that  the  item  is  a 
deliberate  forgery'  and  that  the  buyer  has  and  is  able  to  transfer  a  good  and 
marketable  title  to  the  lot  free  from  any  third  party  claims,  the  sale  will  be  set 
aside  and  any  amount  paid  in  respect  of  the  lot  will  be  refunded,  provided 
that  the  buyer  shall  have  no  rights  under  this  Condition  if: 

(i)  the  description  in  the  catalogue  at  the  date  of  the  sale  was  in  accordance 


with  the  then  generally  accepted  opinion  of  scholars  and  experts  or  fairly 
indicated  that  there  was  a  conflict  of  such  opinion;  or 
(ii)  the  only  method  of  establishing  at  the  date  of  publication  of  the  catalogue 
that  the  lot  was  a  'deliberate  forgery'  was  by  means  of  scientific  processes  not 
generally  accepted  for  use  until  after  publication  of  the  catalogue  or  a 
process  which  was  unreasonably  expensive  or  impractical. 

(c)  A  buyer's  claim  under  this  Condition  shall  be  limited  to  any  amount  paid 
in  respect  of  the  lot  and  shall  not  extend  to  any  loss  or  damage  suffered  or 
expense  incurred  by  him  or  her. 

(d)  The  benefit  of  the  Condition  shall  not  be  assignable  and  shall  rest  solely 
and  exclusively  in  the  buyer  who,  for  the  purpose  of  this  condition,  shall  be 
and  only  be  the  person  to  whom  the  original  invoice  is  made  out  by  Dix 
Noonan  Webb  in  respect  of  the  lot  sold. 

Conditions  mainly  concerning  Sellers  and  Consignors 

13  Warranty  of  title  and  availability 

The  seller  warrants  to  Dix  Noonan  Webb  and  to  the  buyer  that  he  or  she  is 
the  true  owner  of  the  property  or  is  properly  authorised  to  sell  the  property 
by  the  true  owner  and  is  able  to  transfer  good  and  marketable  title  to  the 
property  free  from  any  third  party  claims.  The  seller  will  indemnify  Dix 
Noonan  Webb,  its  servants  and  agents  and  the  buyer  against  any  loss  or 
damage  suffered  by  either  in  consequence  or  any  breach  on  the  part  of  the 
seller. 

14  Reserves 

The  seller  shall  be  entitled  to  place  prior  to  the  auction  a  reserve  on  any  lot, 
being  the  minimum  'hammer  price'  at  which  that  lot  may  be  treated  as  sold. 
A  reserve  once  placed  by  the  seller  shall  not  be  changed  without  the  consent 
of  Dix  Noonan  Webb.  Dix  Noonan  Webb  may  at  their  option  sell  at  a 
'hammer  price'  below  the  reserve  but  in  any  such  cases  the  sale  proceeds  to 
which  the  seller  is  entitled  shall  be  the  same  as  they  would  have  been  had 
the  sale  been  at  the  reserve.  Where  a  reserve  has  been  placed,  only  the 
auctioneer  may  bid  on  behalf  of  the  seller. 

15  Authority  to  deduct  commission  and  expenses

rate'  and  'expenses'  from  the  'hammer  price'  and  acknowledges  Dix  Noonan 
Webb's  right  to  retain  the  premium  payable  by  the  buyer. 

1 6  Rescission  of  sale 

If  before  Dix  Noonan  Webb  remit  the  'sale  proceeds'  to  the  seller,  the  buyer 
makes  a  claim  to  rescind  the  sale  that  is  appropriate  and  Dix  Noonan  Webb 
is  of  the  opinion  that  the  claim  is  justified,  Dix  Noonan  Webb  is  authorised 
to  rescind  the  sale  and  refund  to  the  buyer  any  amount  paid  to  Dix  Noonan 
Webb  in  respect  of  the  lot. 

1 7  Payment  of  sale  proceeds 

Dix  Noonan  Webb  shall  remit  the  'sale  proceeds'  to  the  seller  not  later  than 
35  days  after  the  auction,  but  if  by  that  date  Dix  Noonan  Webb  has  not 
received  the  'total  amount  due'  from  the  buyer  then  Dix  Noonan  Webb  will 
remit  the  sale  proceeds  within  five  working  days  after  the  date  on  which  the 
'total  amount  due'  is  received  from  the  buyer.  If  credit  terms  have  been 
agreed  between  Dix  Noonan  Webb  and  the  buyer,  Dix  Noonan  Webb  shall 
remit  to  the  seller  the  sale  proceeds  not  later  than  35  days  after  the  auction 
unless  otherwise  agreed  by  the  seller. 

18  If  the  buyer  fails  to  pay  to  Dix  Noonan  Webb  the  'total  amount  due' 
within  3  weeks  after  the  auction,  Dix  Noonan  Webb  will  endeavour  to  notify 
the  seller  and  take  the  seller's  instructions  as  to  the  appropriate  course  of 
action  and,  so  far  as  in  Dix  Noonan  Webb's  opinion  is  practicable,  will  assist 
the  seller  to  recover  the  'total  amount  due'  from  the  buyer.  If  circumstances 
do  not  permit  Dix  Noonan  Webb  to  take  instructions  from  the  seller,  the 
seller  authorises  Dix  Noonan  Webb  at  the  seller's  expense  to  agree  special 
terms  for  payment  of  the  'total  amount  due',  to  remove,  store  and  insure  the 
lot  sold,  to  settle  claims  made  by  or  against  the  buyer  on  such  terms  as  Dix 
Noonan  Webb  shall  in  its  absolute  discretion  think  fit,  to  take  such  steps  as 
are  necessary  to  collect  monies  due  by  the  buyer  to  the  seller  and  if 
necessary  to  rescind  the  sale  and  refund  money  to  the  buyer. 


19  If,  notwithstanding  that  the  buyer  fails  to  pay  to  Dix  Noonan  Webb  the 
'total  amount  due'  within  three  weeks  after  the  auction,  Dix  Noonan  Webb 
remits  the  'sale  proceeds'  to  the  seller,  the  ownership  of  the  lot  shall  pass  to 
Dix  Noonan  Webb. 

20  Charges  for  withdrawn  lots 

Where  a  seller  cancels  instructions  for  sale,  Dix  Noonan  Webb  reserve  the 
right  to  charge  a  fee  of  15%  of  Dix  Noonan  Webb's  then  latest  estimate  or 
middle  estimate  of  the  auction  price  of  the  property  withdrawn,  together  with 
Value  Added  Tax  thereon  if  the  seller  is  resident  in  the  European  Union,  and 
'expenses'  incurred  in  relation  to  the  property. 

21  Rights  to  photographs  and  illustrations 

The  seller  gives  Dix  Noonan  Webb  full  and  absolute  right  to  photograph  and 
illustrate  any  lot  placed  in  its  hands  for  sale  and  to  use  such  photographs  and 
illustrations  and  any  photographs  and  illustrations  provided  by  the  seller  at 
any  time  at  its  absolute  discretion  (whether  or  not  in  connection  with  the 
auction). 

22  Unsold  lots 

Where  any  lot  fails  to  sell,  Dix  Noonan  Webb  shall  notify  the  seller 
accordingly.  The  seller  shall  make  arrangements  either  to  re-offer  the  lot  for 
sale  or  to  collect  the  lot. 

23  Dix  Noonan  Webb  reserve  the  right  to  charge  commission  up  to  one-half 
of  the  'stated  rates'  calculated  on  the  'bought-in  price'  and  in  addition 
'expenses'  in  respect  of  any  unsold  lots. 

General  conditions  and  definitions 

24  Dix  Noonan  Webb  sells  as  agent  for  the  seller  (except  where  it  is  stated 
wholly  or  partly  to  own  any  lot  as  principal)  and  as  such  is  not  responsible  for 
any  default  by  seller  or  buyer. 

25  Any  representation  or  statement  by  Dix  Noonan  Webb,  in  any  catalogue 
as  to  authorship,  attribution,  genuineness,  origin,  date,  age,  provenance, 
condition  or  estimated  selling  price  is  a  statement  of  opinion  only.  Every 
person  interested  should  exercise  and  rely  on  his  or  her  own  judgement  as  to 
such  matters  and  neither  Dix  Noonan  Webb  nor  its  servants  or  agents  are 
responsible  for  the  correctness  of  such  opinions. 

26  Whilst  the  interests  of  prospective  buyers  are  best  served  by  attendance  at 
the  auction,  Dix  Noonan  Webb  will,  if  so  instructed,  execute  bids  on  their 
behalf.  Neither  Dix  Noonan  Webb  nor  its  servants  or  agents  are  responsible 
for  any  neglect  or  default  in  doing  so  or  for  failing  to  do  so. 

27  Dix  Noonan  Webb  shall  have  the  right,  at  its  discretion,  to  refuse  admission 
to  its  premises  or  attendance  at  its  auctions  by  any  person. 

28  Dix  Noonan  Webb  has  absolute  discretion  without  giving  any  reason  to 
refuse  any  bid,  to  divide  any  lot,  to  combine  any  two  or  more  lots,  to  withdraw 
any  lot  from  the  auction  and  in  case  of  dispute  to  put  up  any  lot  for  auction 
again. 

29  (a)  Any  indemnity  under  these  Conditions  shall  extend  to  all  actions, 
proceedings  costs,  expenses,  claims  and  demands  whatever  incurred  or 
suffered  by  the  person  entitled  to  the  benefit  of  the  indemnity. 

(b)  Dix  Noonan  Webb  declares  itself  to  be  a  trustee  for  its  relevant  servants 
and  agents  of  the  benefit  of  every  indemnity  under  these  Conditions  to  the 
extent  that  such  indemnity  is  expressed  to  be  for  the  benefit  of  its  servants  and 
agents. 

30  Any  notice  by  Dix  Noonan  Webb  to  a  seller,  consignor,  prospective  bidder 
or  buyer  may  be  given  by  first  class  mail  or  airmail  and  if  so  given  shall  be 
deemed  to  have  been  duly  received  by  the  addressee  48  hours  after  posting. 

31  These  Conditions  shall  be  governed  by  and  construed  in  accordance  with 
English  law.  All  transactions  to  which  these  Conditions  apply  and  all  matters 
connected  therewith  shall  also  be  governed  by  English  law.  Dix  Noonan 
Webb  hereby  submits  to  the  exclusive  jurisdiction  of  the  English  courts  and  all 
other  parties  concerned  hereby  submit  to  the  non-exclusive  jurisdiction  of  the 
English  courts. 

32  In  these  Conditions: 

(at  'catalogue'  includes  any  advertisement,  brochure,  estimate,  price  list  or 
other  publication; 


(b)  'hammer  price'  means  the  price  at  which  a  lot  is  knocked  down  by  the 
auctioneer  to  the  buyer; 

(c)  'total  amount  due'  means  the  'hammer  price'  in  respect  of  the  lot  sold 
together  with  any  premium,  Value  Added  Tax  chargeable  and  additional 
charges  and  expenses  due  from  a  defaulting  buyer  in  pounds  sterling; 

(d)  'deliberate  forgery'  means  an  imitation  made  with  the  intention  of 
deceiving  as  to  authorship,  origin,  date,  age,  period,  culture  or  source  which 
is  not  shown  to  be  such  in  the  description  in  the  catalogue  and  which  at  the 
date  of  the  sale  had  a  value  materially  less  than  it  would  have  had  if  it  had 
been  in  accordance  with  that  description;
